A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of Newark, N. J., was 
held on the above date in the Council 
Chamber, City Hall, Newark, at 11 
o’clock a. m. 

Present — Commissioners Archi- 
bald, Brennan, Monahan, Raymond, 
Mayor Gillen. 


The minutes of the meeting of July 
25th, 1918, were read and approved. 


Mr. Louis Lesser appeared before 
the Board and requested that taxes 
for 1917 and 1918 against property 
on Grove Street and South 20th 
Street, Newark, owned by the Con- 
gregation Ansbe Russia of Newark, 
New Jersey, be rescinded or abated 
on the ground that the property is 
being used for cemetery purposes. 

Commissioner Archibald moved 
that the matter be referred to the 
City Counsel for adjustment.

Dear Mayor Gillen: 

I have spoken a few days ago to 
Mr. McEnroe about the police census 
and he was good enough to call up 
your office with regard to this mat- 
ter, and found that the letter which 
Mr. Pierson sent to you some time 
ago has not been received in your 
office. 

In the absence of Mr. Pierson I 
am taking the liberty of sending you 
a copy of that letter and wish to ex- 
plain that the idea of the Commission 
was that the municipalities, not the 
membership of the funds, contribute 


ten cents per member to defray the . 


expenses of the census, in view of 
the fact that the municipalities have 
a financial interest in the pension 
funds and are vitally concerned in 
placing these funds on a sound finan- 
cial basis, preventing the abnormal 
growth of pension burdens which 
under the present arrangements is 
inevitable, and assuring the effcient 
operation of the retirement systems. 
The following cities have agreed 
to the charge proposed by the Com- 
mission: Camden, Englewood, Mont- 
clair, Jersey City, Trenton and Eliza- 
beth. As soon as all the municipal- 
ities having pension funds have noti- 
fied the Commission as to their will- 
ingness to financially co-operate, the 
Commission will start the work. 

An early reply from you will there-

Commissioner Brennan That has 
been before our Department for 
some time and the Commission ap- 
pointed by the 1916 or 1917 Legis- 
lature to devise pension systems gov- 
erning all municipal and state em- 
ployees have had several meetings 
and hearings during the past year; 
and have recommended to the last 
Legislature a payment of 10% per 
capita for all the municipalities now 
having pension systems in vogue; 
that is, all cities are paying a per- 
centage, in some cases 2%. 2%, I 
believe, our city is paying. I had a 
resolution prepared two weeks ago 
to present to this Commission and I 
thought afterwards that it would be 
best to hold the resolution in abey- 
ance until I would be able to obtain 
more information. 


Commissioner Raymond moved 
that it is the sense of this Commis- 
sion that we approve of it, and that 
the communication be referred to the 
Director of Public Safety with the 
request that he report back to us as 
soon as possible.

Commissioner Raymond: At the

This resolution which I prepared rep- 
resents the result of my serious 
study of the problem; it comes under 
the powers of my department and I 
recommend to the Commission this 
is the way that the matter should be 
disposed of. However, if the Commis- 
sion does not feel that it can sup- 
port me in this matter I would, like 
to have a vote taken, and I offer the 
resolution and ask that a roll be 
taken of the Commission. I might 
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say ın conclusion that I have m mind 
the appointment of Richard C. Jenk- 
inson, Peter Campbell and John 
Howell as members of this board. 

I would add also that last Monday 
I interviewed General Goethals at 
Washington and that the outlook for 
any help from General Goethals him- 
self is not very bright. He said so 
far as the War Department was con- 
cerned that South Brooklyn and Ho- 
boken would be the places of em- 
barkation around New York City 
during the war. I do not feel, how- 
ever, that we can let the matter rest 
there, but feel that we can go 
through and shall make another ef- 
fort to interest the government in 
the matter. 


Mayor Gillen stated that he is will- 
ing to vote for the Commission pro- 
vided it is made purely an advisory 
commission. He stated that he 
thought any big enterprise involving 
the expenditure of a large sum of 
money should be kept absolutely 
under the thumb of the whole city 
commission. 


Commissioner Brennan stated that 


he signed the resolution on the 


recommendation of Director Ray-. 


mond; that there is a lot of prelimi- 
nary work that the Board can do. 
He stated that Director Raymond 
will not be able to devote the time 
required for the development of such 
a large project, and since prominent 
business men have consented to serve 
on the Commission he saw no reason 
why the city should not avail itself 
of their services. He stated that 
ever since he created a Board of Pub- 
lic Safety the citizens in general have 
made no complaints as to the manner 
in which the departments are being 
conducted. 


Commissioner Archibald stated 
that he did not object to the crea- 
tion of a commission as suggested 
by Director Raymond, but thought 
that work of this kind should be 
placed under the supervision of a 
competent engineer, such as Mr. Hai- 
leck.

The petition of General Omnibus 
Company of New Jersey, a corpora- 
tion organized and existing under the 
Laws of this State, and having its 
principal office in the City of Newark, 
respectfully shows: 

1. That the objects for which 
said corporation was formed are, 
among other things, as follows: 

To manufacture, sell and operate 
cars, coaches, carriages, cabs, convey- 
ances and buses of every kind and 
description for the carriage or trans- 
portation of passengers, and to accept 
the consent granted by municipalities 
for the operation of auto buses and 
the transportation of passengers. 

2. That said corporation, by the

Commissioner Archibald: I desire 
to offer an ordinance similar to the 
one offered a week ago for the is- 
sue of $1,725,000 bonds. This or- 
dinance is necessary, because I just 
received word from Washington that 
the government is going to tax all 
municipal bond issues, and it will 
be impossible to sell the bonds at 
the price mentioned in the former 
ordinance. I therefore would like to 
offer both ordinances so as to be 
able to dispose of the bonds to the 
best advantage. 


Commissioner Archibald offered 
the following ordinance, which was 
read by the Clerk: 


AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING 
THE ISSUANCE OF $1,725,000 PAS- 
SAIC VALLEY SEWER BONDS OF 
THE CITY OF NEWARK. 


The Board of Commissioners of the 


“City of Newark do ordain: 


1. That pursuant to Chapter 252 
of the Laws of 1916 of New Jer- 
sey, entitled “An Act to authorize 
and regulate the issuance of bonds 
and other obligations and the incur- 
ring of indebtedness by county, city. 
borough, village, town, township, or 
any municipality governed by an im-. 
provement commission," approved 
March 22, 1916, as amended, bonds 
of The City of Newark, to be known 
as Passaic Valley Sewer Bonds, are 
hereby authorized to be issued in the 
aggregate ‘principal amount of One 
million seven hundred and twenty- 
five thousand dollars ($1,725,000) 
for the purpose hereinafter stated, 
for which purpose it is necessary to 
raise said amount of money. Said 
bonds shall be of the denomination 
of $1,000 each, shall be numbered 
consecutively from 1 to 1725, inclu- 
sive, shall be dated September 3, 
1918, shall bear interest at the rate 
of five (5%) per centum per annum, 
payable semi-annually on the third 
day of March and September in each 
year until maturity, and shall ma- 
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ture in annual instalments on the 
third day of September in each year, 
in order as numbered (beginning 
with the bonds bearing the lowest 
numbers), as follows, viz.: thirty- 
four (34) bonds in each of the years 
1919 to 1928, inclusive, thirty-nine 
(39) in each of the years 1929 to 
1938, inclusive, forty-six (46) in 
each of the years 1939 to 1943, in- 
elusive, and fifty-one (51) in each 
of the years 1944 to 1958, inclu- 
sive. 


2. The money to be raised by the 
issuance of said bonds shall be ap- 
plied to the purpose of making pay- 
ments designated and required to be 
made by The City of Newark to the 
Passaic Valley Sewerage Commis- 
sioners by the terms of the joint 
contract entered into by and be- 
tween the Passaic Valley Sewer 
Commissioners, The City of Newark 
and other municipalities, which pay- 
ments are for the purpose of defray- 
ing the cost and expense of the con- 
struction of an intercepting sewer or 
sewers, plant and works, and appur- 
tenances, under the provisions of the 
Act of the Legislature of the State 
of New Jersey entitled, “An Act to 
provide for the purification of the 
waters of the Passaic River within 
the Passaic Valley Sewerage District, 
prohibiting the discharge of sewage 
or other polluting matter into said 
portion of said river after a fixed 
date, and authorizing municipalities 
lying in whole or in part within the 
Passaic Valley Sewerage District 
from the territory of which sewage 
or other polluting matter is or may 
be discharged into said portion of 
said river, to enter into contracts 
with each other and with the Pas- 
saic Valley Sewerage Commissioners 
for the intercepting and disposal of 
such sewage and other polluting mat- 
ter, and to provide the necessary 
funds therefor,” approved March 18, 
1917, as amended.

preceding three valuations thereof in 
the manner provided in section 12 of 
said Chapter 252 of the laws of 
1916, as amended, is $354,238,149. 

(e) The net debt of said City, 
computed in the manner provided in 
said section 12, is $17,842,731.71. 
. (d) The statement required by 
said section 12 (showing said net 
debi, etc.), has been made and filed 
with the City Clerk as required by 
said act. |

Ways and Means Committee of Con- 
gress, 
Washington, D. C. 
Gentlemen: 

On behalf of the City of Newark, 
New Jersey, permit me to express an 
urgent and earnest protest against 
the proposed taxation of state and 
municipal bonds. The burdens of 
such taxation would fall most heavily 
upon the municipal government of 
the City of Newark and seriously 
eripple its governmental functions. 

The City of Newark has aided the 
Federal Government in every way in 
the prosecution of the war. А tax, 
direct or indirect, upon municipal 
bonds is in effect a tax upon the gov- 
ernment of the City of Newark. 1t 
is a tax upon public schools, hos- 
pitals, charitable and correctional in- 
stitutions and upon fire and police 
protection and upon water supply 
and water front improvements. A 
certain amount of such improve- 
ments is vital under war conditions, 

The power to tax is the power to 
destroy. It is inconceivable that 
Congress should prostrate the credit 
and cripple the functions of a great 
and devoted municipal government. 
The gain cannot possibly offset the 
injury of a tax that so clearly ap- 
pears to be unconstitutional. 

I earnestly urge that no tax be 
laid, directly or indirectly, upon mu- 
nicipal bonds.

Commissioner Archibald: If this 
bill goes over it will make it almost 
impossible for the City of Newark to 
sell any bonds. It will mean a seven 
per cent. rate, and New York does 
not sell any for over six per cent.

In order to get that vote 
the governing body of the munici- 
pality must pass a resolution asking 
that the question be submitted to the 
voters and be placed on the ballots 
at the coming election, or the vote 
can be demanded by petitions sub- 
mitted by a great many voters of the 
municipality. I think it is 20%. I 
have prepared an ordinance which I 
am going to have read and give you 
a week to consider it. 1f we do any- 
thing with it it must be done in the 
very near future, in order that we 
may vote on it this Fall. If the 
voters approve of it, the governing 
body could have the power the law 
intended we should have, if we avail 
ourselves of the opportunity.
